The image of Shango generally represents him as a man 
standing, and is surrounded by images, smaller in size, of his 
three wives; who are also represented as standing up, with the 
palms of their hands joined together in front of the bosom. 
Oxen, sheep, and fowls are the offerings ordinarily made to 
Shango, and, on important occasions, human beings. His 
colours are red and white. He is consulted with sixteen 
cowries, which are thrown on the ground, those which lie 
with the back uppermost being favourable, and those with the 
back downward the reverse. He usually goes armed with a 
club called oshe, made of the wood of the ayan tree, which is 
so hard that a proverb says, "The ayan tree resists the axe." In 
consequence of his club being made of this wood, the tree is 
sacred to him.

There are other oracles; but some of these are local, and are resorted to only by 
particular tribes or townships, e.g., there is the Oro llare of Ijesha land, which is said to 
come down from heaven to llare or Aiye, or the world, once a year, to be waited upon 
by those who may need his Oracular assistance, and whose temporary residence is 
always a grove, where he is always attended by an Aworo Oro llare till his return to 
heaven. The Aworo would deliver his responses to inquirers. His advent is always 
looked forward to with joy, and the public roads and thoroughfares of a town are 
always specially cleaned and put in order for his reception, whilst the number of men 
and women repairing to the grove for his Oracular assistance is always large. There are 
such divinities as Osun, Yemaja, Ososi and Elegbara, &c., which are often consulted, 
mostly by women, using sixteen cowries for their Consulting signs; and among some of 
the tribes, Eluku and Agemo, which also are regarded as possessing much predicting 
capacity, and are often resorted to, as their predictions are always esteemed infallible.

The crowd begins to enjoy itselí when the sacrifice3 have been 
offered. The cuisine is prepared and the banqueting begins. The 
master of the ceremony, the priest, must himself abstain, and dis- 
tributes his own share of ram’s flesh amongst his household. The 
Mokwa must finish the Service of prayer with unbroken fast and 
devote all his thoughts to the God. He has, first of all, to receive 
the message from the Orisha as to the choice of his Bambeke, or 
oracle thrower, because its actual interpreter is not the High Priest 
of Shango. The diviner is appointed by the deity, who inspires 
the Mokwa with understanding. The Oracle itself can be read in 
two ways : either by throwing |sixteen cowriesj —as is customary in 
the South—or by breaking and casting down several kola-nuts, 
which is the method most favoured in Ibadan, and known as Akvva- 
or Agba-Obi. Whatever the method selected, its interpretation 
depends on the relative number of their positions, as already explained, 
and the question involved is the goodvvill of the Godhead towards 
the clan, or its prominent persons, as shown by prophesying a specially 
eventful, fortunate or unfortunate year. If the answer given by 
the augur be unfavourable and indicates obvious displeasure on the 
part of the God, the sacrifice is repeated as before until the answer 
be gracious, and then gorging and guzzling are taken in turn until
